Opens eight 5 inch florets on 
a wiry spike 55 inches tall. Double row placement. Midseason. Medium propagator.

ROSE OF MINNESOTA (Stueck) Slightly ruffled 
rose lavender, unusual coloring, 50 to 55 
inches tall, 18 buds, 6 open, late. 


ROSE VAN LIMA (Pfitzer) Fine light rose 
pink. Very good commercial. 


ROSY MORN (Riley) Clear, light coral rose 
with a large white blotch, opens 6 to 8 
beautiful large well placed florets. Very good 
as a cut flower. 


ROSY RED (Knight) A deep rose red that is 
very early, stems are short, as it bloomed 
here. Good producer of jumbo bulblets that 
grow like weeds. 


SILENTIUM (Pfitzer) Tall, white with small 
carmine throat blotch, opens 6 on a tall, 
slender spike. Early and well liked by some 
growers. 


SILVER WINGS (Ritsema) Another white sport 
of Picardy, which is whiter and more ruffled, 
heavy increaser. There is a lot of uncertainty 
as to which is better — Silver Wings or 
Leading Lady. 


SNOW PRINCESS (Pfitzer) Large white that 
is about the best for commercial use, also 
has a grand show record. 


SOUTHERN DRAMA (Wilson) A large scarlet, 
6 inch florets on a long flower head that 
Growsa Dat tail (hard=to: say.it this “is 
the coming cut flower red.) 


STOPLIGHT (Lins) Another red that one 
cannot help but love, good straight spikes, 
beautiful color and intense ruffled florets. 
Don‘t be without it. 
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SUMMER GAL (Zimmer) A_ 1944 introduc- 
tion. It is a large geranium pink with a rose 
feather in the throat, florets are 6 inches, 
with 6 to 8 open, spikes 60 inches tall. One 
of the best. 


SURFSIDE (Windsor) A late, tall, ruffled that 
is well liked by those who grow glads to 
sell. Has a good show record. 


TAHLAHNEKA (Miller) A big light yellow with 
up to 8 open on a tall spike. | am sure that 
this is one of the best yellows and wouldn’t 
be surprised to see the price increase next 
year. 


VALERIA (Pruitt) Good scarlet cut flower, good 
grower, bulblets don’t grow too well. Very 
good commercial red as flowers open well 
after cutting.
